A Powerful Argument. 

In all this Semoan matter, the 
attitude of Great Britain has 
been mysterious, and! whether she 
sides with Samoa or, with Ger- 
many, no ene knows. The inter- 
ests of her Australian colonies 
would make her opposed to Ger- 
man domination in Samoa, but 
she has projects in Africa and Asia 
which held her in check. 

The truth must eventually dawn 
on the British that the continued 
maintenance of her scattered and 
unwieldy empire is impossible. 
Autonomy must sooner or later be 
granted to Australia—her govern- 
ment must be independent. The 
same is true of Canada. 
these large and growing countries 
should be held in check and con- 
trolled for the distant mother 
conntry will soon strike their peo- 
ple as an injustice. And when 
they realize it, separation will 
come. The separation will be 
bloodless, but not without pain en 
both sides. 

The truth is that so far as these 
countries are concerned there is 
now little more than political con- 
nection. They have independent 
governments and projects. The 
Home government labors under 
continued stress of domestic af- 
fairs. It can only hamper the col- 
onies without aiding them. The 
Canadians begin to realize this fact 
and her conservative politicians 
see the handwriting on the wall. 
They may postpone the day of 
reckoning, but it will surely come 


and that before long.

J. F. Hoon, State Controller, 
has written a letter to T. V. Julien, 
County Clerk, advising him that 
before the claims for the expenses 
of the late election are paid, they 
will have to be acted upon by the 
State Board of Examiners. By an 
act that was passed, fifteen thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated to 
defray the expenses of the election, 
and the Boards of County Com- 
missioners in the respective coun- 
ties were required to certify these 
expenses to the State Controller, 
who, upon the receipt of the cer- 
tificate, was required to draw 
his warrant upon the State Treas- 
ury in favor of the Chairman 
of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners for the amount so certified. 
The stand taken by the State Con- 
troller may be provoked by a safe 
degree of caution, but it apparently 
is in the face of a mandatory law. 
It may be possible that the law is 
in conflict with certain provisions 
of the Constitution. If this be so, 
then the probabilities are that fur- 
ther legislation will be necessary to 
liquidate these claima, which should 
have been honored by the county 
directly, rather than by the indi- 
rect route through the State Treas- 

ury. In some counties the ex- 
penses are nearly double those in 
other counties representing greater 
taxable property. The taxpayers 
have to foot the bills whether they 
are honored by the county or State, 
and the most decent thing to do, if 
the Controller has no power to 
draw his warrants for the claims 
as presented, is for the Legislature 
to relegate these claims to their 
respective counties, and have them 
audited by the preper authorities, 
the County Commissioners.

Evidently these 
comments came from gentlemen who 
had not taken the trouble to inform 
themselves of the facts. 

For the information of all concerned, 
a brief statement of the transactions of 
the Board and the history of the work 
we hope will not be considered out of 
order.

The total length of sewer pipe laid is 
18,410 feet, as follows: ‘Twelve-inch 
mains, 3,000 feet; 3-inch mains, 6,282 
feet; 6-inch mains, 9,128 feet. Total, 
18,410 feet. 
The cost of construction, as shown 
by the Treasurer's books, was: Ma- 
terial and labor, $18,187 54; survey- 
ing, 2 ; expert, $150. Total, 618, 
747

Lotterie 
Dwracr Atrorney’s Orrice, } 
Keno, Nev., Feb. 19, 1889.) 


Eprron Gazetre: In compliance 
with your request, in yesterday’s issue 
of the Gazerre,I shall endeavor to 
give the information desired by 4 
Citizen.”’ 

The act prohibiting lotteries, ap- 
proved March 7, 1873, defines a lottery 
to be any scheme for the disposal of 
or distribution of property by chance, 
either by raffle or gift enterprise, or 
by whatever name the same may be 
known. 

Every person wko contrives, pre- 
pares, sets up, proposes or draws any 
lottery; or every person who sells, 
gives, or furnishes, or transfers to, or 
for any other person any ticket, 
chance, share or interest; or any 
paper, certificate or instrument pur- 
porting or understood to be or repre- 
sent any ticket, chance, share or in- 
terest in or g upon the event 
of any lottery; or every person who 
aids or assists, either by printing, 
writing, advertising, publishing, or 
otherwise in setting up, 
drawing any lottery, or in selling or 
disposing of any ticket, chance or 
— 1 or ay * 
w „ Sets up, or keeps 
. by any other person, 
any office or other place for 
the sale of or for registering the num- 
ber of any ticket in any lottery, or 
who by printing, writing or otherwise 
advertises or publishes the setting up, 
opening or using of any such office; or 
every person who lets or permits to 
be used any building or vessel or any 

ion thereof, knowing that it is to 
; — — A ing or 

rawing any lottery, er for the pu 
of selling or dis * of lottery tickets 
is guilty of a misdemeanor, and is pun- 
ishable by a fine in any sum not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term not ex six months; or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 
The foregoing are the main features 
of the act — lotteries, other 
than all mene and property offered 
for sale or distribution in violation of 
any provision of the act are forfeited 
to the State. 
When a proper complaint is made 
it is the duty of the officers of the law, 
inclading myself, to exercise the same 
diligence in securing a conviction for 
any violation of this act, as it is to se- 
cure a conviction for the violation of 
any other provision of law which pro- 
vides for the protection of the citizens 
of the State, and they will do it. 
It may be well to suggest, in this 
connection, that if there are those who 
have considered the act a dead letter, 
and violated its provisions in the past, 
that Washoe ‘county voiced her senti- 
ment against lotteries on the 11th in- 
stant, and to be consistent, will de- 
mand in the future that the law be 
honored in its observance, not in its 
breach.

Were it not for the possibilities of “back 
firing” the annals of prairie fires would 


ing with a little party in what is 

County, D. T., exploring for a 

site where we might found a city and 

a small effort on our part become mill- 
ionaires. We camped one night near the 
headwaters of the Okobojo creek. The 
grass ali about was thick and tall. All day 
long we had noticed a smokiness about tne 
air, and as evening approached the strong 
south wind brougtt a faint odor of 
fire. As darkness settled down we could 
see a dull red reflection low on the southern 
horizon. We knew there was an extensive 
fire in that direction, but did not think it 
would reach us that night, so lay down to 
sleep with no feeling of uneasiness. There 
were four in the party; two slept in the 
wagon, while the other two, I being one of 
them, took blankets and made beds in the 
grass. One lay alittle distance in front of 
the wagon and the other as far behind, with 
the idea that we would scent horse thieves, 
either white or red, should any eppear— 
something we certainly should not have 
done. In the night came the fire. 
One of the horses fell over me at two 
o'clock in the morning, and the fright- 
ened animal rushed on to the end of its 
picket line, and tugged at it, and set up that 
unearthly noise which only a horse is capa- 
ble of when badly scared. My companion 
on guard awoke about the same time, while 
those in the wagon speedily tumbled out. 
We were none of us too soon—we could feei 
the heat on our faces. But a little distancs 
to the south—perhaps it was farther than it 
seemed, but it was not far—it was a fierce, 
high-leaping, surging, roaring wall of fire. 
The smoke rolled above our heads and al- 
most touched the white wagon-top. The fire 
surged and rose and fell, and leaped and 
plunged, and crackled and roared, and the 
black, burned grass stems—some of them 
still glowing—were driven in ou. faces and 
settied around us. It seemed as if the fire 
to the east and west was already advanced 
past us, and that the line of flame was a rap- 
idly closing semi-circle. It was light as day, 
but when we turned to the north we looked 
into a great black, inky cave, at the mouth 
of which our horses plunged and neighed 
and gleamed back at the dreaded fire with 
crazed and bulging eyes. I regret that I 
can not stute with truth that we had butone 
match, and enlarge on the anxiety with 
which we watched it “flicker, almost go out, 
and then burn bright and clear; but [ can 
not—we all had plenty of matches. Fut in 
the excitement it seemed as if none of us 
would ever find them. It looked as if the 
fire had covered half the distance to us be- 
fore the first match was produced, then it 
was my brother sentinel who brought it to 
light. He ran a short distance in front of 
the wagon, which stood parallel with the 
fire, so that the fire he proposed starting 
would not reach the horses, and knelt in the 
tall grass. The first match went out,

The next did better, it burned, the 
dry burch of grass caught, the flames 
swirled up in our faces as we leaned anx- 
jously over it, and then leaped to the next 
bunch, then to both sides away to the 
north, making us a rapidly growing oasis 
of safety.

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THE INDIAN DEAD. 


Laid to Rest in the Boughs of Forest 
Trees—The Widew's Chant. 

Over in the northeastern part of the 
White Earth reservation is a grave-yard 
where lie the remains of those who have 

to the happy hunting grounds. The 
original style of burial that prevailed 
among the tribe before white men set foot 
on the continent has been followed to some 
extent. The graves aré in the branches of 
big trees. A resting place for the dead has 
been made of branches aud sticks half 
woven together and fastened to the limb of 
the tree, and on these, covered with bark, 
and with bow and arrow on their breasts, 
ready for use in the land of the great spirit, 
the remains are laid, high enough to be out 
of reach of wolves, if there are any, forever 
and forever rocked to sleep as the wind 
blows through the grave Sometimes, at 
night, when the moon shines in the clear 
sky, an Indian woman comes from ber 
tepee and sits in the shadow of the great 
oak tree that is her husband's grave and 
she sings a song—a sort of low, plaintive 
chant of sorrow for her dead. In autumn, 
says the Minneapolis Tribune, when the 
leaves fall from the tree, she gathers them 
and takes them to her tepee, where she 
makes a couch for her children to sleep on. If 
she passes under the grave of her dead 
husband by daylight she does act look up at 
it, but turns her eyes to the ground and 
gives a sort of mournful cry, as if she were 
calling to the dead man, and had not the 
heart to look tolearn if he had heard: her 


voice. Some dozens of these graves are 
 gcattered through the timber land on the 


most approved form. | 


the picket ropes and led the horses around 
upon the burned space, one of us beating | 


out the feebic flames that tricd to work to- 
ward the wind. We hastily pushed the 
wagon to a piace of safety, and stood be 
hind it to screen our faces from the fierce 
heat. The fire swept up to our little 
burned spot, reached over angrily, but 
found nothing to feed on, again leaped 
high in the air, swayed, wavcred, flickered 
and went out. We were saved. 

The air was hot and stifling for several 
minutes, then came the cool, strong wind 
which was now sweeping the flames away 
to the north, our li*tilc saving fire overtaken 
and swallowed up in the greater. A half 
hour later there was a fceling as if a great 
storm had passed, and far away to the north 
the smoke hung lke a cloud with the fire 
playing angrily about, low down, in broken 
lines, as the lightning sometimes does after 
a thunder-storm. There was no sound save 
the steady rush of the wind, which was not 
loud, as the long, dry grass it had mur- 
mured through before was gone. 

In the morning the brownish-gray land- 
scape of the day before was black as night. 
The coal-black ashes lay every where and 
were hurled about by the wind. Far to the 
north across the black billows of the prai- 
rie there was a low cloud of smoke. It was 
a landscape in black; it was only broken by 
occasional bleached buffalo bones, with the 
great, broad, startling skulis lying white 
and ghostlike in the sea of black.
